A STAND UP FIGHT. 


Serious Encounter Between the 
Crowd and Police at 


Tipperary. 


Prominent Nationalists Clubbed 
While Cheering for John 
Morley. 


Exciting Scenes at the Trial ef Messrs. Dil- 
len and O’Brien—John Morley De- 
mounces the Brutal Action of the Police 
—An Appeal tothe Court— Themas Con- 
don Arrested—Timothy Harrington 
Seriously Injured—Additional Facts Re- 
garding the Killing ef Gen, Barrandia— 
Among the Crofters—The British Re- 
cruiting Service—Murdereus Brigands— 
The Count of Paris’ Letter—Foreign 
News. 


LOFDON, Sept. 25.—Tipperary presents an 
animated scene, the town being full of visit- 
orsfrom the ceuntry to witness the forth- 
coming trials of Messrs. O’Brien and Dillon, 
and an extraordinary number ef police being 
on duty to preserve order. It is expected 
that Mr. Timethy Healy, who is to defend the 
accused, willhaveno difficulty in exposing 
fatal defects imsghe proceedings upon which 
his clients 3 of their liberty. 

As this was the day fixed for the trial of the 
arrested Nationalists the streets of Tipperary 
were full to overflowing with peeple inter- 
ested inthecase. Nationalists had thronged 
to the town from all adjacent places, many of 
them carrying tke national weapon, the shil- 
lelah, and prepared to use it if provocatien 
weuld arise. 

CONDON ARRESTED. 

Early in the day it became known that still 
another arrest had been made. The victim 
this time was Thomas J. Condon, member of 
Parliament for Tipperary East. He was taken 
this merning at Limerick and also brought to 
Tipperary. When the hour for the sitting of 
the court arrived, an immense crowd bad col- 
lected before the Court-house ready te rush 
in the moment the doors were thrown open. 
The authorities thereupon decided net to 
open the doors to the general public 
but te admit only those who were immedi- 
ately interested inthe trial. The crowd did 
net take kindly to this treatment, but pressed 
forward trying to force a way into the court- 
room. The police stoutly resisted, charging 
repeatedly upon the crowd and using their 
clubs freely on whoever happened to be 
within reach. Many of their blows took ef- 
fect, but the crowd did not yield instantly. 

A STAND-UP FIGHT. 

For fully five minutes there wasa stand-up 
fight between the now excited throng and the 
police. At last, however, the crowd was 
gradually forced back, and the police suc- 
ceeded in maintaining aclear space in front 
ofthe court-house. The leaders of the crowd 
continued to make vigorous protests against 
being excluded from the court-house, and 
the police were subjected to jeersand taunts 
from the angry and wounded victims oftheir 
onslaught. 

HARRINGTON CLUBBED. 

During the conflict many persons were 
wounded with blows from the policemen’s 
bludgeons. Oneof the most serious cases 
was that ofaman some of whose teeth were 
knocked out and forced into his throat. Sev- 
eral men were so badly hurt as to require sur- 
gical attendance. Among the wounded were 
Timothy Harrington, Member of Parliament 
for Dublin, and a Mr. Halifax. Beth re- 
ceived heavy blows en thelr heads which 
bled profusely. They made their way into 
the court-room as s00n a they could. But by 
that time their hair and coat collars were satu- 
rated with blood und they presented a pitiabile 
spectacle. Their uppearance in court created 
a profound sensation and lent an additional 
emphasis to the complaint which Mr. O’Brien 
was making to the court of the brutality of 
the police. 

DENOUNCED BY O’BRIEN. 

At first Mr. O’ Brien bad refused to enter the 
court-room unless the public ceuld be readily 
admitted. He maintained this attitude for 
some time, but at last decided that he could 
accomplish more by appealing to the court, 
entered the room and bitterly denounced the 
wanton clubbing of the crowdj ef which he 
had just been a witness. It was while he was 
speaking that the sensational entrance of 
Messrs. Harrington and Halifax occurred. 

JOHN MORLEY’S APPEAL. 

Then John Morley arose and addressed the 
court, manifesting great agitation both in 
tone and manner. He earnestly appealed to 
the court te protect the populace against the 
wanton use of the club by the police. Mean- 
while the Nationalist leaders continue to pro- 
test against the exclusion of the general pub- 
lic from the court-room. Both Mr. Morley 
and Mr. Dillon appealed to Col. Caddell, the 
presiding magistrate, to reverse his decision 
to keep the doors shut against the public, 
For some time he refused to recede from his 
determination. Messrs. Moriey and Dillon, 
however, continued to labor with him, and at 
last he yielded the point and ordered the 
doors thrown open. 

THE COURT ROOM CROWDED. 

The room was at once filled to its utmost 
capacity and all the proceedings were followed 
with intense interest. At the outset Mr. 
Dillon objected to being tried 
before resident Magistrate Shannon. 
The grouuds of his objection 
were that he hada personal encounter with 
Shannon on one occasion at Cassel. At the 
time, de asserted, Shannon had zrossly la- 
suited him. He urged, therefore, that 
there would be manifest impropriety 
in Shannon’s sitting at the present trial. 

Mr. SRhannon refused to admit the validity 
of Mr. Dillon’s objections. He knew of no 
reason why he should not go on with the case. 
He declared that he would perform his daty 
without bias. 

7 0’ BRIEN OBJECTS. 

Mr. Wm. O’Brien also objected to Shannon. 

The last time he saw Shannon, he said, Shan- 


non was at the head of a body of police; 


who were using their clubs upom the 
people. Moreover, Shannen bad already 
tried him three times on similar charges. 
His sitting inthe present case, O“ said, 
was an indecency and an insult. The magis-

The Brutal Police. 


DUBLIN, Sept. 25.—Patrick O’Brien, who 
was arrested at Cardiff on Tuesday, was 
brought to this city yesterday and placed is 
prison. The police refused te give any m- 
formation as to when he would be taken 8 
Tipperary for a hearing. But late last night 
the Nationalists learned that be would be 
conveyed thither by the morning tgain, t- 
day, when they at once made preparations to 
give him worthy escert. Much to the sur- 
prise of the authorities, a large dele- 
gation of preminent Nationalists boarded 
the train at the same time that the 
officers appeared with Mr. O’Brien. Among 
these were John Morley, who has been in Ire- 
land for some time studying the Irish ques- 
tion; John Dillon, Alfred IIlingworth, Mem- 
ber of Parliament for Bradford; T. M. Healy, 
Cemmoner, and Harrington and several 
others. 

On the arrival of the train at Tipperary the 
Nationalists started for the Court-nouse in a 
bedy. 


ORDERED TO MOVE ON. 

They had not gone far when they stopped at 
a street corner and entered inte a conversa- 
tion. While they were standing, in no way 
disturbing the peace there, they were ordered 
by the pelice te meve on. John O’Connor, 
member ef Parliament for South Tipperary, 
took very vigorous exception to this order 
and shewed his contempt for the police by 
calling upen the crowd, which by that 
time had beeeme large, to give three 
cheers for John Morley. The cheers were 
given with hearty goedawill, much to the 
exasperation of the police, who thereupon 
charged upen the greupand attempted to 
force it to move ferward. In the melee that 
followed the pelicemen did not hesitate to 
use their batons. One burly constable aimed 
a blow at John Merley himself, but John 
O'Connor who stood near, warded it off. The 
Nationalists then coatinued their way slowly 
toward the court-house.

They will not 
be werthy ef the confidence of France unless 
they have confidence in themselves, in their 
cause and in God. 

PRESS COMMENTS. 

The menarchist jeurnais express thelr ap- 
proval of the letter of the Count of Paris to 
Senator Rocher justifying the course he (the 
Count of Paris) took in hia dealings with the 
Boulangists. The Republican papers strongly 
condemn the Count’s action and accuse him 
ef admitting dishonorable compromise and 
acknowledging that he was preparing to sacri- 
fice the country to his own ambition and 
hatred. 


The Killing of Barrundia. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—Additional tnforma- 
tion as to the killing of Barrundla, the Guate- 
malan refugee, reached this city yesterday at 
the same time with news that Congress had at 
last recegnized the necessity for an official 
investigation into the relations of the United 
States Minister te that affair. Attention is 
calied to the fact that Gen. Barrundia was 
killed two days after the conclusien of a 
treaty of peace, the terms of which expressly 
granted a general amnesty to insurgents and 
similar effenders in both Guatemaia and San 
Salvador. Minister Mizner, as appears by his 
letter, knew that this treaty had been accepted 
when he wrote the letter that was Barrundia’s 
death warrant. The réport that a daughter of 
the dead General bad threatened Minister 
Mizeer witha pistelis confirmed, with add 
tional details which do little credit to the 
Minister’s courage. The Minister’s danger 
seems te have been far less imminent and bis 
terrer much greatesthan appeared from the 
first reports. From the City ef Mexico there 
comes a singular story, showing beyond «a 
doubt that the Guatemalan Government has 
deliberately set abeut misleading the people 
of this country threugh the press as to the 
actual circumstances of the Barrundia affair. 
The scheme was to be worked through an ap- 
parentiy subsidized correspondent of Ameri- 
can papers and press associations and had 
fair prospects of success.

Otto Trevellyn, fermerly of Mr. Giladstone’s 
Cabinet, is making a tour of Skye, and inel- 
dentally making speeches to the unfortunate 
dwellers in that beautiful and fertile isle.

A TALE OF SUFFERING, 


The Sole Survivor of a Disaster—Run Over 
and Killed,

A WEARING WATCH. 


Thomas McGuire, an Ex-Conviet, 
Tells a Story of How 
He Is Dogged. 


Under Continual Surveillance and 
Sometimes Subjected to Arrest 
and Shame by the Police. 


A Yeung Man, Whe Served a Term in the 
Misseuri State Penitentiary, Tells a

TRYING TO DO BETTER.

I 
have had enough of the other life and I want 
to quit it, but the police say 1 must not 
stay in St. Louis. They arrested 
me last Friday without a ~particie of 
cause, simply because I had been a thief, but 


because a man lsa thlef once it is ne sign he 
will be all tae time. When I came back last 
February I went direct frem the train te the 
Chiet’s office to report. Mr. O’Neil was not 
t ere, but I saw Mr. Lawler. I reperted to 
him and told him I wanted to live 
here and behave myself, and he 
said it was allright, I would not be troubleti. 
He showed meteall the detectives and told 
them not te trouble mdéif I behaved. I went 
howeto my family and stayed at home for 
about eight weeks before I gotwork. I didn’t 
want to take the chances of getting into 
trouble sol staidin the house, but in April I 
went to work for the Mississipp! Valley Trans- 
portation Co., putting roofs on the barges. I 
worked there until the middle of July, tacking 
on canvas and covering it with hot tar, but 
the heat of the tar and sun was too much for 
me; leoulda’t stand it. And then, too, I 
didn’t get along with my brother, so I quit 
there and went te Chicago. Istayed in Chi- 
cago for nearly a menth looking for work, 
then came home and on thel8th of August I 
went to work at my present occupation. By 
the way, l would be much obliged te you 
if you would net mention where I live, for 
that would cennect my mother and sisters 
with me, a Iden’t want to mix them up 
with my record. Don't say where I am work- 
ing, either, for my employers, ifthey knew I 
was an ex-convict, might think that I was 
working here te get an opportunity to steal, 
or something of that kind, and discharge me. 
MEETING THE DETECTIVES. 

**T worked steadily umtil about two weeks 
ago. Then weran out of material in the shop 
and about half the men were laid off. I was 
amongthem. A week ago last Monday I was 
to have returned to work, but 1 slept too late 
to go to the shop. I loeked around for some 
way to put in my time and got a job selling 
a wagon lead of potatees for a farmer. 
Wednesday morniag I went back to 
the shop and found another man 
in my place. I stayed at home 
until Friday and about 11 o’clock I started te 
the shop to see if l could net get work again. 
On Fourth street and Clark avenue Isaw De- 
tectives McGrath aud O’Cennell. I theught I 
would go round the biock, but then I thought 
that would look suspicious and if they saw me 
they would certainly take mein. And then I 
theught I had as much right to pass them as 
any ene else, sol walked on by.

„% Did he charge McGrath and O'Connell 
with beating him?’’ asked the Chief of De- 
tectives. ’ 

No,“ was the reply 1 

‘‘Then he has changed his story. Yester- 
day be charged that they had beaten 
him. Maguire did report when he came 
back from the Penitentiary, and he was told 
then what Itold him the other day, that if he 
worked and kept away from bad cempany he 
would net be molested, butif nedid net he 
would either have to leave town or be ar- 
rested. The rule which we apply toe 
all ether ex-conyicts applies te bim. 
If they behave they will not 
troubled, but if they run 
thieves they will be taken in. When 
thieves cet together there is mischief up.Only 
to-day there was a man wanted in court. He 
refused to go and we would not force him in, 
though we could have done it. He is an ex- 
conviet, but he is at work now and 
we don’t want to break him 
up. As long as a convict works 
he is all right, but when he loafs he is subject 
to suspicion,for he must get money some way 
and if he den’t work the presumption is that 
he gets his money by his old method. 
Maguire can live in St. Louisall his life and 
we will not bother him so lone as he works 
and keeps away from bad company. Here is 
Detective McGrath. He will tell you about 
that arrest. 

HE AROUSED SUSPICION. 

Mr. McGrath was not surprised to hear that 
Maguire had been complaining of him. He 
had heard it before, and he too heard that 
Maguire had charged hin with having beaten 
him. 

„We arrested Maguire because of his de- 
havior. We had orders to briag in all the 
thieves we saw, but still l had not thought ef 
arresting Maguire until I moticed that he 
pulled his hat down over his eyes 
and put his hand up to his face to try to keep 
us from recognizing him. Then I called to 
him te stop. He wanted to know what in 
h—— I wanted with him.’ I tela him I wanted 
te knew what he was doing and he 
swore at me and said it was none 
of my business what he was doing; that Ihad 
nothing to do with him. He would not answer 
my questions or even tell me that he was 
working, sel brought him la. This is net the 
first time he has been arrested since he left the 
Penitentiary. In March he went to his sister’s 
house apd wanted her te give him money. 
She would not de it andhe threatened her 
and behaved ia such a manner that she called 
a policeman and had him arrested. He 
was in the Pelice Court on April 2, 
but his sister did net presecute§ him. 
Maguire is making his complaint very gen- 
erally, but it is simply a question whether the 
police shall have charge of convicted thieves 
or they shall bave charge of us. If they are 
not required te give an account of themselves 
when they are caught trying to sneak by 
detectives they will run the town, and we had 
as well resign and quit. 

MUST LIVE UNDER SURVEILLANCE. 

Here and the world over it is the inevitable 
law that convicts most live under suryeil- 
lance. In Paris all conviets who wish to live 
without molestation and te pursue an honest 
occupation must report tog the po- 
lice once a month. The fact that 
they report is taken as evidence 
that they have done nothing to make them 
afraid te meet the police. In America a 
similar but net the same rule is in foree. 
Whenever an officer meets a thief whom he 
knows the convict must give an account of 
himself, what he is doing, where be is 
living, who he is associating with. 
If he answers truthfully those keen observers, 
the detectives, generally know it. If he re- 
fuses to answer and resents the questions the 
usual course is the same as in Maguire's 
case. In other words, it — con- 
vict will quietly consent to live 
under the eye of the police he may live in 
peace; the moment he tries to get witheut the 
range of vision of that watchful eye, he must 
be caught and brought back.

WILL 


THE HARDSHIP WHICH SMOKERS 
HAVE TO ENDURE, 


After Oct. 1 the Favorite Brands Will Be 
So High That Nene but the Very Rich 
Can Indulge—Cigar Men Discuss the Sit- 
uation and Give Information Which 
Will Interest Smokers. 


There is great consternation among smok- 
ers of good cigars, while the retail dealers sit 
back and sniile. Seme smokers are laying in 
a stock of clears for future use, and others are 
surreptitiously deyoting their idle moments 
in practicing with the, cernceb and briar reot. 
The ‘‘stogy’”’ is now eyed with a familiar 
glance instead of being scorned by the smok. 
ers of good cigars, anda revulsion of feeling 
towards the cheap domestic cigar is very 
noticable. 

All this is caused by the McKiniey bill. The 
duty on imported cigars and tebacco will be 
greatly increased on the passage of the bill, 
and this will naturally cause a corresponding 
rise im the price of goods sold in the United 
States, whether imported or domestic. 

A well known representative of an Eastern 
cigar house, whois wow in the city on busi- 
ness, spoke as follows on the subject: 

THE EXISTING TARIFF. 

No reduction insize and weight of Havana 
cigars can be made that will offset the addi- 
tional duty. They are made now, in some 


cases, too loose and spongy to permit of any 
lessening instock. Were this te be the rule 
dissatisfaction and consequent injury to the 
trade would result. The existing tariff 
is $250 per pound and 25 per cent ad 
valorein on Havana cigars and 35 cents 
per pound on Havana leaf, both for 
wrappers and fillers. If the wrappers are 
‘stemmed’ the duty is 40 cents per pound. 
the new schedule is $4.50 per pound and 25 
per cent ad walorem on cigars, and also 25 per 
cent ad valoremon the packages, the cigar 
boxes and cases ins which the cigars are im- 
ported. The leaf will pay 35 cents per pound 
duty fer fillers and §2 per pound for wrap- 
If the latter are ‘stemmed’ $2.75 per 
pound will be the duty. Itisciaimed that it 
is almest impossible to pack a bale ef 
Havana so that some over-critical inspector 
can net find ‘wrappers’ in it. A hand- 
fullof wrappers might cause the appraise- 
ment of the entire baie at §2 per pound, and at 
that rate ef duty ao American manufacturer 
could make a clear Havana cigar and sell it at 
the cost of impor:ed. No end ot trouble is 
likely to be caused importers because of the 
unlimited discretionary powers left tnspec- 
tors. A great deal, im fact nearly all, depends 
upon how inspectcrs perform their duties. A 
larger quantity of wrapper steck will be 
‘stemmed’ in Havana in future, it being 
claimed that it will pay te have the work done 
there, thus saving a per cent of duty on 
stems. 

The taxing oi cigar boxes. labels and 
packing cases in which cigara are received, 
25 per cent ad valorem, is considered more or 
less of an outrage bv importers, and consum- 
ers will indorse that view. Cigars are bought 
in Havana by the thousand; the boxing, 
banding, style of packing, whether in tens, 
twenties or forties, is am after consideration 
and additional expense. The buyer has 
cigars packed to suit his own ideas, and pays 
accordingly. This 26 per cent on packages 
will make a pretty heavy tax in the 
aggregate, without a corresperding 
benefit to any one, except the 
revenue department. No wonder the trade 
is dssgusted. The outleok for ail dealers in 
and workers of Havana tobacco is certainly 
discouraging. Just what the actual outcome 
will Be and to what extent the cigar trade will 
suffer, is a problem on which no two! men ex- 
actly agree. Onethingis certain: That clear 
Havana cigars made inthis country will cest 
from $10te $25 per 1,000 more tothe mannu- 
faeture, as persize. Seed and Havana cigsers 
will also be materially advanced in price. The 
domestie ‘‘three-for-a-quarter’’ clear cigar 
will certainly cost 10 cents. Ten-cent straight 
goods will be promoted to 15 cents or two for 
25 cents. Fiftees-ceat cigars will sell at 20 
cents at least. There will be no clear Havana 
three-for-25-cents cigars made in the country, 
and ne decent cigars imperted that can besold 
so low as 10 cents straight; the 15-cent, two- 
for-25-cents, article being the cheapest thing 
that will be handled. First-class nickel goods 
that now wholesale at $35 per 1,000 must ge u 
in price er suffer in quality. Perhaps we shail 
have some 6-cent cigars a8 & COMpromise, 
because retailers cannet carry on 
business for the lieve of running 
a cigar stand. They need @ little profit 
on the side tosweeten existence. The man 
who manufactures Wisconsin, Ohio or Penn- 
syivania weeds and the smoker whe enjoys 
them can rest in peace. The bill ef fare wits 
not be changedin his case, and the cost will 
be the same, It is only where the at 
leaf from the sunny island is used that the 
advance comes m.

The 
smoking tobacco and pipe trade wil be bene- 
fited; the growers of domestic leaf fer cigars 
will mot feel so much ef the breeze of pros- 
perity as they anticipate. In my opinion the 
Whole bill, framed as a party measure for 
campaign purposes, will havea reactionary 
effect.’’ 

An Olive street cigar man expressed himself 
on the subject to a POST- DISPATCH reporter us 
follows: 

There will be an advance of about $30 a 
thousand on imported cigars, which will 
cause a raise in the price of all imported 
cigars. The two-for-a-quarter will be seld at 
three fer a half and there will be no three-for- 
a-quarter imported cigar. The duty now is 
about $2 a peund and this will be 
increased about $2.50 per pound, mak- 
ing the tetal duty $4.50. The weight of 
cigars runs from about 12 te 124% peunds per 
1,000. In addition te this a duty will be 
charged on the packing cases, the cigar 
boxes, and evern the bands with which the ci- 
gars are tied. 

THE PRICE ALREADY RAISED. 

Some eof the New York factories have al- 
ready raised the prlee en Sumatra goods S1 per 
1,000, and farther advances will now probably 
continue for some time. Orne effect will 
be to completely change the brands 
of the different cigars. A man who 
nas been emeking the Henry Ulay’ or the 
‘Diligeneia’ cigar at twe fer a quarter, will 
refuse to pay the advance asked en the goods. 
He will take some other brand ana the manu- 
facturers will change the name of the cigar. 
There is nothing that will make a man squeal 
any quicken than toraise the price ef acigar 
on him after he had been smoking that brand 
fer two or three years. Semethink that the 
new prices will ge intoeffect abeut Nov. 1. I 
do net think that they will befere that time. 

»The average of the trade varies according 
te the locatien. Now aleng this street we take 
in aboutas much meney for domestic cigars 
as imported cigars. Over on Cheatnut street 
or other streets not principal thoroughfares 
the demestic trade is by far the larger, 
Down im the neighberheod ef the Mer- 
chants’ Exehange the trade in im- 
ported cigars is probably larger than the 
domestic. The price ef domestic goods will 
also be raised when the new prices go into 
effect but the time for that is very indefinite. 
Some of the manufacturers are well supplied 
with imported steck, some eneugh to last a 
eouple ef years, se they say. In such cases 
the competien will keep the prices down for 
a certain time. 

„Jam sure that the retailers will greatly

CAPT. HAGMAN "tXPLAINS THE DESERTION . 


OF HIS 81X BOATS. 


The Men in Them te Blame for Disobeying 
Orders—Capt. Mockley’s Complaint— 
His Vessel Seized by United States Offi- 
cers in Alaska—Sent to sitka—Prospects 
of a Damage Suit. 


San Francisco, Sept. 25.—The sealing 
schooners, Chas. G. White, Capt. Hagman, 
with 568 skins, and the Mattie T. Dyer, Capt. 
Mockley, arrived here yesterday morning 
from Behring Sea. The Mattie T. Dyer is the 
vessel seized at Ounalaska by the Collector of 
that port and afterward ordered released by 
Capt. Healy of the United States Revenue 
Cutter Bear. The othér vessel is the one from 
which several boats with their crews were 
lost. Capt. Hagman of the schooner Obas. G- 
White, ‘tells the manner in which six 
of his beats were lost. H charges 
that if the meu had 0 od his 
orders the disaster would not have happened. 
The night before the boats were lost the 
steersman directed the schooner toward Cop- 
per Island. In the morning she was away off 
her course. The schoener cruised around 
until August 8, finding many seals. On the 
morning of that day the boats started off in 
the direction of the Isiand. Nothing was 
heard of them until 5 o’clock in the afternoon, 
when they returned. Despite the captain’s 
ordersthe men insisted upon returaing to 
and the other four boats. He sailed the 
echeener with two beats until close im shore, 
when he hove to forthe night. Inthe morn- 
ing there was a thick fog and 
no sign of the men. The cannon was fired 
several times, but the fring was stopped from 
fear of people on the island. For ten days the 
White stood off and on ina vain endeavor to 
pick up the men. 

CAPT. MOCKLEY’S COMPLAINT. 

Capt. Meckiey of the Mattie I. Dyer com- 

lains bitterly of his treatment by United 
states officers in Alaska. His vessel was 
seized June 18 at Ounalaska, to which 
pert she had in distress. The 
schooner to Sitka, where 
on Aug. case came up 
before the District Court. As s800n 
as it was culled the United States District At- 
torney asked to have it dismissed as there 
was no grounds for any charge. In the mean- 
time che schooner Had been tied up nine 
weeks, her sails had tted, and the beach 
combers had used her boats and ruined balt 
of them. The Captain says: ‘‘I said to Deputy 
Collector Emmens at Ounalaske thatit was 
very hard lines if an American ship could not 
run into an American port when in distress. 
His answer was: ‘This is not America, sir;

The Recorder Notified by Ford 
Smith To-Day That His Aspi- 
rations Are Hopeless. 


Ashley Clover Will Prebably Be Sacrificed

Carry Oat Their Pian ef Revenge—Ke- 
corder of Veters Williams Expresses 
Himself Forcibly em Fraudulent Regis- 
tration—The Labor Cenvention—Butler’s 
Withdrawal—Political Notes. 


Recorder of Deeds W. A. Hobbs is in immi- 
nent danger of receiving the same treatment 
from the City Republican Cenyention as was 
given Congressman Frank by the Ninth Dis- 
trict bosses. Mr. Hobbs is considered a Bilk- 
stocking by the Hoedium booses and the 
favorite of an element that is now making a 
vigorous war on Sheriff Pohiman. They have 
determined te even up scores by refusing him 
arenomination. Ever since the nomination 
of Prosser there bas been considerable talk of 
this kind indulged in by the Sheriff’s friends. 
They not only spoke of defeating Hobbs, but 
some of them went so far as to inelude 
Circuit Attorney Ashley C. Clever, who is the 
only Republican candidate for the Oriminal 
Judgeship. Recorder Hebbs heard the 
stories afloat yesterday but attached no im- 
portanee to them. 

FORD SMITH’S NOTICE. 

His amazement can be imagined when he 
was coolly teld by Secretary Ford Smith of 
the Republican City Committee this merning 
that there was ne chance of his being nom 
mated and that money expended in further 
campaigning would be a sheer waste of 
funds. Mr. Hobbs was of course taken 
back and asked tne secretary whem he repre- 
sented. The official of the Republican Com- 
mittee said he represented only himself and 
that he was prompted only byfriendiy motives 


in warning him not to spend any more money 
in his campaiga. 

About the time Secretary Smith was caution- 
ing Hobbs to hold on to his money a report 
was in circulation that the Republi- 
can bosses had held a meeting 
and there agreed to drop Recorder 
Hobbs on account ef the opposition of some 
of his friends te the Filley-Pohiman organiza- 


tion. 

Sheriff Pohlman was asked what he knew 
of the scheme to defeat Hobbs. He said that 
he had not heard ofany such movement, and 
t anything ofthe kind was eontempiated de 
would oppose it. 

**Killy Hobbs is a good friend of mine, he 
said, ‘‘andlam with him. I don’t hold him 
responsible for the attacks that are being 
made on me. He is with me, I know, and 1 
propose to stay with him.’’ 

Secretary Smith wae seen and asked con- 
cerning his visit to Recorder of Deeds 
Hobbs and the meaning of his 

nterview with that official. He sald: ‘‘Idid 
call on Mr. Hobbs, and I told him tbat ft 
would be useless for him to spend any more 
money in hiscampaign for a renomination. 
A very strong feeling has developed against 
him, which will I henestiy believe result in 
his overthrow in the nominating conven- 
tion. In going to his office 
to give him this friendly advice, I de not go 
as the representative of the City Central Com- 
mittee or Sheriff Pobiman. IVent to him as a 
personal friend to tell him whatI know is the 
situation. Ihe feeling against him owes its 
origin tothe stand taken by certain of his 
supporters against Sheriff Pohiman, Mr. Fil. 
ley and others who have devoted 
years of time and energy to the 
Republican party. The feeling has been 
growing and it now threatens to reach Circuit 
Attorney Clover. I want to distinctly state 
that there bas been no conference of the Re- 
publican Committee on the matter and the 
Sheriff’s office has and will take no part in 
any such movement.

Its alleged pur- 
pose is to assist all legal 
voters toregister of transfer properly and te 
keep up the good work of getting all the vot- 
ers on the books.

Recorder Williams is very 
outspoken in his condemnation of the place 
and its methods. 

It is nothing but a place forthe suborna- 
tions of perjury,’’says the Major.

THE COURTS QUIET. 


LITIGATION IN THE CIRCUIT COURT DE- 
CREASING EACH YEAR. 


As Many Suits Filed Ten Years Ago As Have 
Been Deocketed During the Past Lear 
The Legal Fraternity Getting Smaller— 
What Besets the Law Student of the Pres- 
ent Day—The Cause. 


REVIEW of the Cir-

in litigation during 
the past year over 
the volume of litiga- 
It would be

tion for the 


the constant increase in the amount 
of capital employed in the business 
world andthe consequent Increase of causes 
for questions of law to arise would bring 
about a larger amount of litigation each year. 
But the argument does not hold, as is shown 
by the docket. Last year the publisber of the 
City Directory made public some facts and 
figures he had gathered in compiling the big 
book, in which he showed the increase 
in population, employment of capital, 
number of real estate transactions 


and number of buildings erected over 
the preceding year and past ten years. 
The progress made by the city as shown by 
these figures was very great. Acierk im the 
Circuit Clerk’s office took the trouble, after 
seeing these figures, te find outif litigation 
had kept stride with the march of progress. 
AS MANY SUITS FILED TEN YEARS AGO. 

He found that in 1880, 2;840 suits had been 
filed in the Circuit Court and exactly the same 
number—2,840, in 1889. This year there are 
but a few mere. The June term fell behind 
the record of 1889, but the October term, soon 
to begin, bas more than last year, which 
brings the number of suits for the year up to 
the average of the past ten years, between 2,800 
and 2,900. There is a volume of meaning in 
this evenness of litigation which is not gener- 
ally noticed eutside ofthe few who watch it 
and members ofthe legal fraternity. It ex- 
—— the absence ef the prominent legal 

ights in the courts and prevws that the public 
is beginning to realize that a costly suit in the 
ceurt is not the necessary result ot a centro- 
or disagreeinent. Fifteen 
ago, when the population 
this city and the number 
of business houses was at least 10 per cent less 
than at present, the volume of litigation was 
59 per cent more than it is to-day and the city 
tes med with lawyers. St. Louis won the 
reputation of being a city of lawyers and the 
law schools each term turned outa shoal of 
young men whoimmediately entered the ceurts 
and began practicing law. Each year since then 
the number of law students turned out has 
grown less and the legal fraternity has 
gradually dwindled down to half what it 
— in what the old lawyers call the palmy 
a ys. 
WHAT A LAW STUDENT SEES. 

A young man is in need of great patience in- 
deed at the present day who will en- 
ter the profession in this city 
unless it be under the most favorable 
circumstances. The ambition of the young 
graduate now is to be able to enter a law firm 
ofseme standing and reputatien, where he 
will receive the necessary after-school train- 
ing, er become the partner or office and court 
assistant ef an atterney who is knewn and 
has a practice already established. The 
large numbers of exceptionally bright young 
men befere the bar of the Jecal courts 
are graduates of this school of training and 
are of the class who will take the place of the 
present heavy weights, whenthey have cul- 
tivated a wrinkled front and sters eve. This 
trial ef patience and little or no encourage - 
ment to enter the profession causes the young 
men to hold off and even turn away, leaving 
the gaps in the ranks unfilled. 

THE PEOPLE BECOMING THEIR OWN JUDGES. 

Another reason aiven for the decrease in 
litigation is that the people are becoming 
more intelligent. The more intelligent the 
community the less litigation there wiil bein 
the courts, the people, it is said, being able to 
realize or appreciate the fine distinctions be- 
tween right and wrong and being acquainted 
with the law’s delay and the cost of legal 
proceedings settle difficulties among them- 
selves by arbitration. The Arbitration Com- 
mittee of the Merchants’ Exchange and 
other exchanges in the city are said to 
keep many parties out of court by 
stepping in between and smoothing a 
question over to the satisfaction ef both par- 
ties, Business ses realize that litigatien 
not enly keeps the head of the house frem his 
business at hours when he is most needed, but 
they also realize that a firm engaged in 
any ef litigation loses

THE ADVISING LAWYER. 

If there still be a deubt, tke advice and 
counsel of an eminent attorney is asked. The 
time when every venture was made. bDilndly 
and tramsactions in business entered inte re- 
gardless of the legal aspect, has passed. Tnere 
is more deliberation at the present day, and 
consequently less law. This practice among 
the huadreds of business housss in this or 
any large city explains why the mest learned 
men are not seen in the courts in petty cases. 
The office practice of a lawyer is much mere 
lucrative than an equal amoust of practice in 
the ceurts and is net accempanied with so 
much legal intelligence. This class of lawyers 
is increasing constantly and it is predicted by 
the observers that in future years all that 
will remain fer the court to do is decide 
equity cases, grant diyorees, zit in damage 
suit triais and remove clouds from real estate 
titles. The drift is that way beyond a deubt. 

DIVORCE AND DAMAGE SUITS INCREASB. 

There are several eiasses of litigation it has 
been noticed that have kept pace with the in- 
crease of inbabitants and ameunt of 
capital empleyed in business, and 
these ‘are divoree and damage suits, 
trouble over real estate deals and failures in 
business. The number of marriages and 
separations and censequent divorce suits 
keeps pace and increases with the number 
‘finbabitants and the more people there are 
to be hurt in these days of rapid transit and 
improved machinery inthe sheps, the more 
damage suits there wlll be. So with the suits 
over realestate. There being a larger num- 
ber of business heuses than years ago, the 
failures are more frequent and the long list of 
suits filed by creditors after each failure in- 
creases litigation in this class. 

THE TRUE CAUSE OF IT. 

The true cause, however, of the decadence 
ofthe courts, itis saidand believed, is the 
law’sdelay. The possibility of continuing a 
case from time to time, the privilege of tak- 
ing changes ef venue to other courts, the 
technicalities of the law which delay a case 
for years before it goes to trial and 
then the easy task of appealing it toa higher 
court after the trial, there delaying it several 
years, has more to do with the decrease in 
litigation than all other causes combined. An 
observer, not a lawyar, thinks it is well it is 
so, as often the courts fall to perform what 
they were instituted for and decide according 
to law, but not justice.

Bungary’s Rew Rallread Tarif.

The working of thé zone tariff in Hungarian 
railroad travel is reported to doe an encour- 
aging success. It was put in force at the close 
of July last year, and the results for the first 
ten meruths show a lar«e increase in the 
patronage of the lines, with an augmentof 
about2 per cent in the receipts, the total of 
which was nearly 9,000,000,000 flerins. The 
number of passengers is now fully three times 
as great as immediately before the change. 
Perhaps the fact is worthy ef consideration by 
railroad men in the United States. There can 
be little doubt that if they would give te the 
public the commissions now ‘‘earned’’ by 
tieket sealpers the result would be a large in- 
crease in their business and corresponding 
gain in met prefits, whatever may be the 
merits of the zone feature.

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THE BIRCHALL TRIAL. 


WITNESSES FOR THE CROWN OONFUSED 
BY BLACKSTCCK’s OR O88-EX4MIN ATION, 


-_—_--_—_-_—— 


The Ceunsel for the Accused Brings Out 
Streng Points in Favor of His Ces 
Birchall’s Letters and Telegrams Read 
in Court— Conductor Poele Centradicts 
His Previous Testimony—An Important 
Discovery. 


WOODSTOCK, Ontario, Sept. .- With a desire 
to push the Birchall trial through in shorter 
time than it has threatened to ocoupy, the 
court met this morning at9:30, half an hour 
earlier than previously. A crowd gathered 
around the cab to see the prisoner on his 
arrival, In spite of husdreds of 
eyes which are watching him, the 
prisoner does not  fiinch. He was 
in the dock this morning about twenty 
Minutes before the Judge entered. He was 
attended by his special guard, Enthwhistie, 
who stated that Birchall had slept well and 
had eaten a hearty breakfast. There was 
even agreater attendance of ladies than on 
any previous Seas len. Thoir entrance in 
crowds just as the court opened interrupted the 
proceedings and made several! cails of silence 
necessary, and even then the proceedings had 
to be suspended for a time until proper order 
was restered. The first witmess was 8. B. 
Fuller, manager of the Imperial Bank here. 
He identified the signature of F. A. Somerset 
en certain checks as that ef the prisoner whe 
opened an acceunt with the Imperial Bank on 
the 10th or llth ef December, 1888. He identi- 
fied also letters as those ef the prisemer. On 
cross-examination by Mr. Blacksteck, the 
chief ceunsel fer the prisoner, the witness 
said the account was opened in the usual way 
and checks drawn as usual, He had no 
reason te doubt, being an eld resident of 
Woedstock and as he had not seen the 


prisener before, that the prisomer kad just 
arrived im town when he opened the bank 
acceunt. Mr. Osler, Chief UOeunsel for the 
Crown, wanted to put in as- evidence and have 
entered on the recerd certain letters to Mel- 
lerish through whom the prisoner and Ben- 
well were brought together, but 
BLACKSTOCK STRONGLY OBJECTED 
on the ground that, though the handwriting 
was proven, the fact of mailing the letters or 
their receipt by Mellerish was not proven. 
This point was noted by tue Judge who 821d 
that if he de olded that the  evi- 
dence should not be received, 
he would so instruct the jury. The letters 
were read. They state that the prisoner had 
seen young Benweli and his father, Col. Ben- 
well,and they had decided that the young man 
should come to Canada. They wanted him to 
go for three months and pay for his bargaig 
if he liked it after a trial of thatlength. The 
letters cevered the skeleton ef the coerre- 
spondence which took place from the timé ne- 
gotiations were entered upern with telegrams 
sent estensibly frem the Stafford 
Buffalo, but really from 

prisoner, telling himself at 
Niagara Falls to ship heavy baggage te 
Niagara Falls, N. Y. The effect of these tel- 
@¢grams was te show that the prisener had 
carried om a systematic deceit on Benwell and 
his father, and, after the yeung man’s disap- 
pearance, on young VPelley, who was with 
them and very anxious about Benwell not 
appearing. During the reading of these tei- 
egrams, 

EXPOSING HIS FRAUD, 

Birchall’s usually pale complexion was 
suffused with a light flush of red. He made 
notes occasionally during the reading of the 
letters, 

Conductor Poole of the Grand Trusk Rail- 
road testified that to the best ef his knew!- 
edge there were only two passengers on his 
train for Eastweod (the local) on Feb. 17. He 
thought they came threugh from Suspensien 
Bridge. They were, he theught at the time, 
Englishmen and answered in appearance to 
the prisoner and Benwel!l. He saw that one 
had very hich boots of English make with the 
trousers rolled up. This man, he said, bere a 
strong resemblance te the prisoner, theugh 
he ceti4 notswear te his identity. Hie evi- 
dence was in the main the same as he had 
given at the inquest and at the prelimiaary 
investigation. 

In reply to questions by Mr. Blackstock, 
Mr. Poole sald he traveled an average ef over 
a thousand miles a week and handledina 
year hundreds of thousands ef passengers. 
He naturally ceuld not remember all. He in- 
sisted that the train was on time at Eastweod 
at 11:14 a. m., being schedule 
time. There were at Niagara Falis 
and at Hamillten, dining-hbalis and 
luncheor counters; that there was no excuse 
for one who had nothing te eat. The bearing 
of this from the point of view of the defense is 
that Benmwell’s stomach was found empty 
when the autopsy was performed. He aa- 
mitted that im his evidence at the first investi- 
gation be had said that ene man 

WAS LIGHT IN COMPLEXION 

and that he spoke several times of fair haired 
and light complexion. The conductor had 
spoken of a gun case with acheck attached 
being handed eut of the rain, but he stated 
to-day that he bad no recollection of a check. 
He remarked the gun case Because of its pe- 
cullar shape. He supposed it was for ene ef 
these passengers though he did not see it 
banded to either. He admitted that he had 
spoken in former evidence of an overceat and 
not a waterproof, as he had oalied it to-day. 

Mr. Blacketock read from the evidenee of 
Poole at the investigation thatthe light com- 

lexioned mas had a full suit of ene color—a 

ighteoler. Benwelil’s trousers were striped, 

and his coat and vest brewm check. Mr. 
Blacksteek rigidly examined witness as te the 
beets, which one of these passengers wore, 
and of which he speke as being et English 
make, and Poole admitted thathe had set 
said anything abeut soots either time when 
he was previously examined. 

Wm. H. Rhodes, operator of the Postal 
Telegraph Co. at Buffale, swere pesitiveiy 
that mo message was repeated there in 
reply to Birchail’s wired request te re- 
peat the message’ at Stafioré House.

Charge to the Grand- Jury 


The following is Justice MacMaheon’s charge 
to the Grand-jury in the Birchall case, at the 
opening of the assizes on the 18th inst. : 

In this particular case which you are 


called upon to consider it is not necessary in 
my charge to you that I should draw the dis- 
tinetions which are frequently drawn by 
judges in charging Grand-juries, between the 
crime of mufder and that of manslaughter. 
The present case is founded upon circum- 
stances which can have no place, se far as 
manslaughter is concermed, in your inquest. 
The person said to have been murdered was 
a young man by the name ef Ben well who 
came out from England, it. is said, 
for the purpose of angaging in agricultural 
pursuits, and the person accused of the crime 
is the one usder whose auspices Benwell is 
said to have come to Canada. The faets have 
been pretty well circulated through the ceun- 
try, but with the facts as they have appeared 
in the newspapers, or with what 
you have read Or heard appertaining to this 
particular charge you have nothing to do. 
What you have todo is to have regard only 
to the evidence that comes before ou. 
Murder has been defined dy judges from time 
to time, but murder may be shortly said to 


be an unlawful homicide with malice afore- | 


thought. 

Malice afeorethought is defined by a very 
old judge as the deing ef an evil act with mal- 
ice prepense, andthe authorities show that 
malice aferethought is another werd for mal- 
ice prepénse. The word does not mean pre- 
meditation; it means thata person does an 
act with an intent, with aneyliintent. When 
it applies te crime, what is the intent in order 
to make it murder? Where a person shoots at 
another with the intention to kill bim, of 
course it is premeditated. When a persen lies 
im wait that is premeditation. The mal- 
ice aferethought is uite ¢élear, but 
the intent by which a mam does as act when 
he sheots anether man, notcaring where he 
hits him, and death results, then it is murder. 
For instance, if a mam fires a shot at another, 
only intending to do gtieveus bodily harm or 
to maim bim, and is careiess as to what part 
of tune body he hits, and happens to strike a 
vital part and kills the man, then it is mur- 
der. It is not premeditation that is required 
at all. It a person at night sees another per- 
son with a parcel, and wishing to get posses- 
sion of it, shoots at the maa with the inten- 
tion perhaps of frightening him, and death 
results, then it is murder. In this case, 
where it is said that the deceased was 
killed by having two pistol shete fired 
at nim which entered his brain, and 
death resulted from the pistol shots fired, 
there willbe ne difficulty in reaching a cen- 
elus len by the jury that the person whe fired 
the shots, if it can be said who the persen is, 
was guilty ef murder, so that your minds 
need not be exercised by the question as to 
whether it was murder or mansiauchter in the 
pornos who did the act. As a general rule ail 

omicidés are presumed to be malicious and 
ameunting to murder until the contrary ap- 

ears from circumstances, and excuses or 
ustification must be made by the accused.

The arbitrators were 
empowdered, if they could not come te an 
agreement, to appointa third member of the 
committee, andthe result of their investiga- 
tions was to be reported to the Executive 
Committee of the Southwestern Association. 

AN IMPORTANT MERTING. 

The arbitrators met this morning at 9:30 in 
parier 98 of the Southern Hotel aad went over 
the papers in the case. From these it ap- 
péared that serious complaints wers made by 
Galveston and New Orleans merchants be- 
cause of their inability to compete 
with St. Louls wholesalers in Texas 
and Western Leuilsiana unless they 
were given an advantage in 
freight rates. When the first complain‘s 
were made by the Galveston merchants, the 
influence of New Orleans was throwa against 
them, as it was belleved that if Galveston 
was favored in regard to Texas points ina 


sufficient degree to enable its merchants to 
compete with St. Louls, New Orleans would 
be throw out entirely. Later, however, 
arrangements were made with the Mallory 
Line of steamers by which New Orleans mer- 
chants could reaeh certain parte of Texas on 
terms of equality with the Galveston dealers. 
Some modifications were suggested which 
would benefit New Orleans, and both cities 
joined hands against St. Louis. 
ALLIED AGAINST sr. LOUIS. 

The claims for a change of rates on the part 
of Galveston are said by railroad men to be 
unique im their eharacter. Ne allegation is 
made that the ratés are inequitable, the de- 
mand resting uper the admitted fact that St. 
Leuis merchants, by reason of doing business 
on a smaller basis of profit, can undersell 
these of Galvesten in Southera and Central 
Texas if admitted to this market en an equal 
footing. The railreads are therefere asked to 
establish rates that willenabie the Southern 
dealers to overcome the advantage gained 
by St. Leuls tkrougch the differ- 
ente in the method ef conducting business. 
The agents ofthe different roads interested 
in the Texasand Louisiana trafic appeared 
before the cemwmissioners this merning and 
stated the amoust ot traffic that was received 
at different poliats, and where it came from. 
Elex. H. Smith on behalt of a mumber of 81. 
Louis shippers argued in faver ot the present 
rates, while letters from the Galveston Board 
of Trade and from a number of large shippers 
at that point were read. A decision was not 
arrived at, but it is probable that a report 
will be . — to-night to 
morrow. hairman Goddard 
that he hoped that it 
not be necessary to callin a third member of 
the commission. The matter will be censid- 
ered at the noes of the Southern and 
Southwestern Association te be beid te-mor- 
row. In reference to the chairmanship of the 
Southwestern Railway & Steamship Associa- 
tion, Mr. Goddard said that he had declined 
te accept this effice and had mot reconsidered 
his determination. 

. THE SPEBD OF TRAINS. 

Chairman Geddard has sent to the general 
managers of the railroads in the Western A8 
sociation the repert ef the special committee 
appointed te censiderthe matter of limiting 
train service, with a request thatit be care- 
fully censidered so that they will be ready to 
take the matter up at the next meeting, to be 
held Sept. 20. The report recommends that 
the members ef the asseciation enter into 
an agreement Ila the maximum speed 
of beth passenger and freight trains. The 
standard time of passenger trains from Cni- 
cage to Denver iste be sot less than thirty- 
seven hours, with the privilege of running 
limited trains between those cities in not less 
than thirty beurs. The fare om such limited 
trains to be not less thaa $3 above the regular 
first-class fare. 

The time from 86. Louis to Denver is to be 
not less than thirty-three and oene- half hours, 
with the same privilege of limited trains, on 
whieb §3 extra fare must be charged. 

The time Detween Ohicage and the Miesour! 
River is to be not less than fifteen hours, and 
from 8t. Louis te Kansas City not less than ten 
heurs, but there shall bea privilege again of 
limited trains with an extra charge ef $1.50. 
Between Chicago and &t. Faul the time is to 
be fourteen hours, with the extra fare on 
limited trains the same as to Kansas City. ; 

The standard time for freight trains west 
bound shal! not be less than fifty-nine hours 
between Chieago and Denver, and twenty- 
nine hours between Chic and Missouri 
river peints, except where Missouri river and 
Denver freight is bandled in the same train, 
when the time shall not be less than twenty- 
four hours, and the leaving time of such train 
from Chieage shail not be later than 3:30 p. m.

An Experience Embracing the Two Rx- 
tremes—tThe Palace and the Peor- Mouse

His 
vast business dwindied away and when he 
recovered he found only a small portion of 
his former wealth left. When Georgiana was

MAGGIE KIRGIN ASSAULTS HER 
BROTHERsIN-LAW IN COURT.

He Would Net Allow Her $118 for Her 
EFiusband’s Cola and She Sued Him— 
Failing in Her Suit She Tried to Se- 
eure fatisfaction in Another Way—A 
Story Behind It. 


Half a dozen clerks were witnesses to a 
dramatic littie incident in the Court-house 
rotunda about 12 o’clock to-day when Mrs. 
Maggie Eirgin struck her brother-in-law, 
George Kirgin, a resounding slap in 
the face almost knocking him 
down. Only one blow was struck when they 
were separated, and the lady was escorted out 
of the building away from the object of her 
wrath. The story of a wife suine her dead 
husband’s estate is behind it all. 

Thomas Kirgin and George Kirgin his 
brother were contractors and bullders in this 
city for 2 number of years. In 
December 1877, Thomas Kirgin mar- 
ried, the present Mrs. Kirgin, a dashing 
brunette, quite handsome, of slender but agile 
form and sparkling bright black eyes. The 


‘ coffrtsbip bad been brief and the couple evi- 


dently had not become thoroughly acquainted 
with each other as she left him tnree days 
alter the marriage. It was the result of a 
little tin, it is said, they had on their wed- 
ding day. About a year later Mr. Kirgin 
induced ber to return to him and for several 


years they lived together as man and wife. 
Two children were born ofthe marriage, and, 
as it seems, Mrs. Kirgin again tired of her 
husband and left him. 
LEFT NEVER TO RETURN. 

Again he induced her return after a long ab- 
sence and they spent a few more years in 
each other’s company, when she left her hus- 
band’s home and board never to return. 

Mr. Kirgiv died last March. Seized with the 
spirit ofrepentance or forgivenness she de- 
cided to arrange hisfuneral. Her husband’s 
relative had contracted a strong dislike for her 
and when she made her appearance in the 
household she had left years before they 
treated her rather coldly. Sheexamined the 
coffin in which her husband lay and thought 
ita chenp affair. Sue forthwith ordered an- 
other and flner ore costing $118. 

When the will of Thomas 
read it was discovered that he 
had remembered his wife, but 
only in a small way as he had 
already given hera fine houseand lot. She 
aid not object but when George Kirgin, the 
executor under the will, took charge of the 
estate, Mrs. Kirgin presented a Dill to 
him for 5123, asking to be allowed $118 for the 
coffin ehe furnished her husband and $5 for her 
carriage. Mr. Kirgin said he would not pay 
it, and after many attempts to make 
him de 80 Mrs. Kirgin finally 
flied the claim in the Probate Court against 
the estate with Charles Leroy Moss as her 
attorney. Mr. Kirgin decided to contest the 
claim. The claim has been lying inthe Probate 
court all summer and Came up to-day fora 
hearing. There were half a dozen wit- 
nesses who testifiead to having seen the 
cofiin used and having seen Airs. Kirgin ina 
carriage by herself. 

EXPENSE NOT JUSTIFIED. 

After hearing the case Judge Woerner said 
the la wiallo wed an amount tospend for funeral 
expenses that wou d be in keeping with the 
social condition of the deceased during his 
life, but would allow no exorbitant sum to be 
charged as funeral expenses in the burial of a 
person who eccupied an humble walk. 
Therefore, as Mr. Kirgin had oocupied an 
humble walk the expenses of burying him 
must be small, and the Court said 
it could, vot allow the bill 
of $118 for a coffin, as one coffin bad already 
been paid for and over $200 allowed for the 
funeral. He would allow the widow $5 
for her carriage, but that was all. 

When Mrs. Kirgin beard this her face 
dropped and she seemed greatly put out for a 
moment. Then she bristied up, and with her 
eyes onher brother-in-law, George Kirgin, 
she strodeout of the ccurt-room, leaving 
her attorney alone. She paced up and down 
the hall outside until George Kirgin appeared 
with his attorney. 

A BOUND SMACK. 

Running up to him she cried: 

„Lou viliian. You would cheat a poor 
widow, would you,’’ and with these words 
she struck bim full in the face with all hor 
strength. 

The attack was so sudden Mr. Kirgin stag- 
gered and before he could regain his compos- 
ure Mrs. Kirgin was at him again and cuffed 
his bead in a realearnest manner. He broke 
away and ran acrossthe hall, but tue little 
lady in black was with him and began reach - 
ing for his whiskers. Mr. Moss 
jumped in between the couple at this juncture 
and tore the lady away. She insisted on hav- 
ing it out and tried to get around 
Mr. Moss and pull the features 
off Mr. Kirgin’s face. She was folled by both, 
and seeminaly satisfied she walked out on 
Fourth street, while the two men took an- 
other route.

THE STEWART WILL CASE 


GEN. BUTLER HAS DISCOVERED NEW AND 
IMPORTANT EVIDENCE, 


Documentary Evidence That Will Legally 
Nullify the Late Merchant Priace’s Will 
—Preef That Blood Relatiens ef Stewart 
Are Living in ireland—Gen. Butler“ 
Statement in Court. 


NEW YorK, Sept. 25.—Is the will of the late 
dry goods merchant, Alexander T. Stewart, 
to be broken? Gen. Butler ana Lawyer 
William Holt Secor claim that such an event 
will surely happen, and that they have docu- 
mentary evidence in their possession that 
will legally nullify the will. The ease of Sarah 
Branagh of Listurn, Ireland, who claims to 
be the nearest blood relative ef A. T. Stewart, 
against W. P. Smith. a colored coachman of 
the late Mrs. Stewart, came up before Judge 
Lacombe in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday. Surprising facts 
were elicited. Coachman Smith was 
left a valuable house at No. 13 West Thirty- 
fifth street by Mrs. Stewart. Sarah Branagh 
brought suit several years ago for eject- 
ment against him on the ground that she 
was legally heir to the property. Differ- 
ent lawyers have been trying to have a com- 
mission appointed to go to Ireland and ex- 
amine certain witnesses as tothe kindred oj 
A. T. Stewart and her claimthatshe was a 
blood relative of Stewart. Certain interroga- 
tories which the complainant’s lawyers have 
prepared to be asked these foreign witnesses 
have been repeatedly thrown out by both 
Judges Wallace and Lacombe, on the ground 
that the answers to them could not 
be submitted to a jury to prove 
a pedigree unless it could be 
proved that the plaintiffs had evidence in 
their possession to show that they were the 
blood relatives they claimed to be. The case 
has passed from one set of lawyers to 
another and is now in the hands of Messrs. 
Butler and Secor. They appeared before 
Judge Lacombe with anew set of interroga- 
tories addressed to Sarah Branach,: Rosle 
Begley, Thomas Begley, James Begley and 
Thomas Stewart, which they asked to have 


sanctioned by the court. Judge Horace Rus- 
sell objected to both the form of the inter- 
rogatories and to the interrogatories them- 
selves, and 

ARGUMENT WAS HEARD THEREON. 

Mr. Butler began by announcing to the 
court that, in his opinion, it did not matter a 
pin what questions were asked the witnesses 
in Ireland, as anything they said would still 
have to be passed upon bya Judge as to its 
adinissibility before a jury. Nothing they 
could say, therefore, could harm the de- 
fense, except lawfully und justiy, ands it 
might do the plaintiffs a great deal of good. 
interrogatories put to Sarah 
Branagh were, ifshe had made search in the 
oftice of the Registrar-Generalof the King- 
dom of Great britain for the records of the 
births, marriages and deaths of all 
members of her mother’s family and 
their ancestors for four generations 
back; also the parish records fer the same 
and whether there were any memoranda in 
family biblesrelating to the same. Mr. Butler 
argued that the questions were proper to 
prove pedigrees if, when answered, they gave 
witness who could swear to the records. If 
they brought In their record of a family bible 
which bad been sworn to that was good svi- 
dence, he contended. Judge Russell sala it 
was ridiculous that a commission should be 
appointed to go roaming around the world 
examining a lot of incompetent witnesses. 
Ine complainants had been seeking for years, 
be seid, to have these questions asked and 
they had been refused permission on the 
ground that there was no evidence in their 
possession to make a legal foundation for 
them. 

‘‘] wish to ask you, Gen. Butler.“ said 
the Court, ‘‘whether you now have evidence 
in your possession sufficient to justify a 
foundation for tnese interrogatories or are 
you hoping to get such evidence hereafter?“ 

„„I will state frankly tothe Court, said 
Mr. Butler, that I have such evidence now 
in my possession. I have known of cases 
where witnesses have been got out of the way 
where large estates are held dy fraud and 
wrong. This happens to be a case wherein I 
have new in my pocket evidence which no 
one can get unless they can bribe me. That

Gen. Butler then stated fur the benefit of 
Judge Russell that they would prove that 
Judge Hilton and Mr. and Mrs. Stewart bad 
visited some ef these relatives in Ireland, 
Their visit to Hugh McCall was mentioned, 
and Judge Russell asked if they preposed to 
claim that he wasa relative of Mr. Stewart, 
He seemed greatly surprised when told thut 
they did claim McCall as a relative and ejacu- 
luted: ‘*‘Phew! I never heard of that be- 
fore.’’ 

Geu. Butler said thatthey did not propose 
to have the commission to go over any part of 
the world, except Ireland, tofind out from 
competent witnesses bow many of Mr. Stew- 
art’s heirs are alive. They intended, he said, 
to have a couple of very old persons on the 
stand before His Honor soon, to prove that 
many of his heirs were very much alive. 

Judge Lacombe took the papers inthe case 
and reserved his decision as to the form of in- 
terrogatories he would aliowte be asked by 
the commission. Gen. Butler refused to al- 
low any one toseethe letters but said they 
would cause some interesting reading when 
the case reached a jury. Lawyer Secor suys 
the letters have comeinto their pessession 
within a month.

REAL ESTATE NEWS. 


THE ST. LOUISSTAMPING WORKS SECURED 
FOR RAILWAY PURPOSKS, 


A New Site of Ten Acres or More Purchased 
for That Vast Industry to Be Re-Estab- 


lished at an Outlay of Nearly a Million 
Dollars—Numereus Sales of Residence 
and Business Properties. 


Another important fact concerning the 
secret acquisition of property in North St. 
Louis by the Merchants’ Bridge Railroad & 
Terminal Co. bas leaked out, and although it 
has been surpressed for nearly a year it 
neverthiess, even at this late day, shows what 
an immense capacity this company has for 
purchasing real estate. It has been known 
for some time past that the com- 
pany had already acquired nearly 
all the property east of Collins street, from 
Cass avenue south to Wash, and a good deal 
more between those northern and southern 
limits fronting on Broadway, including 
among other sites the Ashley Building and 
the old Biddle Street or Round-top Market. 
Only a few days since it was publicly an- 
nounced that the company had purchased the 
Maxwell & Crouch livery stable premises, No. 
1414 Broadway, and property at the coutheast 
corner of Dickson, next door north of O' Fal- 
lon, for $175,000. Now it is stated on reliable 
authority that the extensive property ofthe 
St. Louls Stamping Co. has also been ac- 
quired by the Bridge & Terminal people. 

There has been a good deal of speculation 
about this site in connection withthe devel- 
opment of the railway interests of North St. 
Louis, and it has been centended all along 
that the Terminal Co. would be compelled 
to secure that property as it lies directly in 
the right of way, and to get around it would 
be impracticable. The Stamping Co.’s plant 
com prises about three blocks. It 
covers the two blocks between 
Collins and Second, Fiorida and Cass avenue, 
and between Main and Second streets. On the 


north side of Florida street, extending from 
about Main street on the east nearly to Col- 
lins and on the west, there ig another 
biock which Second street is not extended 
through. On Second two tracks have already 
been laid up to the Stamping company’s 
works, ready to be extended through when 
the walls of the established industry are 
cloared away. Along Collins street, the west 
line of the works, two tracks have beer put 
down and anotber is to be laid there. The 
building of these tracks indicate that they are 
to be extended through from Cass avenue to 
Mullanphy street on the way north to the 
bridge approach and that the present obstruc- 
tions must be cleared away before the cornec- 
tion can be made. 

The Terminai Co. has understood this from 
the inciplency of their enterprise, and it has 
been plain to most people who have looked 
into the situation, but the idea of buying out 
the stamping works has been ridiculed ail the 
time nevertheless by parties chiefly inter- 
ested. The reason for this was to prevent the 
public from knowing what was going on, 
for had the objects of the Terminal 
Co. been genersvily understood parties 
owning property wanted fora right of way 
and depot purposes would have advanced 
prices to such an extent asto prohibit its ac- 
quirement by any other tharm condemation 
proceedings. 

When it is understood that the Neidringhaus 
Bros., owners of the St. Louis works, ar“ aiso 
very heavily interested in the Merchants’ 
Bridge & Terminal Railway enterprise it is 
easily apparent why the procurement ot their 
property for railway purposes has been 
kept so secret, and while it is denied 
that the property has been sold, which may 
be true, it is nevertheless stated that the pur- 
chase of the entire three blocks was secured 
morethan a year ago. In this connection 
itis not denied that the Stamping Co. has 
purchased in the name of other’ parties a 
tract of ten acres or more in North 8t. Louis 
adjacent to terminal facilities, where it is in- 
tended. to erect new buildings and re- 
establish the plant at out- 
lay of mearly a million dollars 
within the next year. The purchase of this 
new manufacturing site was also perfected 
about a year ago, and that transaction having 
been consummated inthe name of a general 
speculator in realty, entirely covered the real 
buyer’s ultimate intention, which, if known, 
would have opened the eyes of the public to 
the fact that the Bridge & Terminal peo- 
ple had secured the property 

the St. Louis Stamping Co. 
north of Cass avenue. Employment is now 
given to 700 persons at that place, and at the 
rolling mill on Ferry street the Stamping 
company gives employment te 500 men. It is 
more than likely that both these industries 
willi be combined in the new pliant which it is 
said will be nearly twice as large as both of 
them together, thus adding very materially 
te the largest indus of the kind 
in tue country. well informed

United States Revenue Cutters Preparing 
to Go After Them. 


PORT TOWNSEND, Wash., Sept. %5.—For 
two days there have been rumors among 
higher Custom- house officials that the Goy- 
erement is to protect the interests of the 
North American Trading Co, in Behring Sea. 
Two days ago there was seen here a dispatch 
from the Treasury Department relative to 
sending the revenue cutter Woleott North to 


seize British, as well as American sealers. 
Capt. Russell Glover of the Wolcott returned 
yesterday from a sixty days leave et absence. 

**Il don’t know when I eat pew nt or where, 
and Iam not even certain of going at all un- 
til Isee what awaits me here, he said when 
interviewed. 

A minute later he was handed a batch of 
telegrams. 

„They contain strict orders from the de- 
partment to keep their contents secret,’’ be 
said. ‘*‘l am going to sail, but don't know 
whether to-day or to-morrow, and I can’t tell 
where I am going.’’ 

In spite of all this secrecy the fact is known 
that the Wolcott has been ordered to proceed 
to Behring Sea at once. She will go first to 
Sitke. In that harbor at 2 gy are lying the 
Rush and the Corwin, beth under orders. 
Capt, Glover will carry dispatches to these 
vessels, which may result in most serious in- 
ternational compiications, There is no doubt 
that the new North American Trading Co, has 


brought pressure to bear upon both the State. 


and Treasury Departments which has caused 
the dispatching of the Woleottte Behring 
Sea, with most positive instructions to that 
vessel and other cutters at present in Alaska 
to seize all sealers found in Behring Sea. 
Washington authorities received information 
two weeks ago that four sealers were fitting 
out for a winter cruise in Alaskan waters. 
Victoria papers pubiisired the fact and United 
States Consul Mayers was instructed to keep 
the department instructed. He telegraphed 
last Saturday that several vessels left four 
days ago, ali going together. No sooner had 
Assistant Secretary ofthe Treasury Spaldin 
received the information than he telegraphe 
thut the Wolcott be made ready for Behring 
Sea. Capt. Glover’s orders are to hasten to 
Sitka with all possible speed and there, under 
the uidance of the Bear 
the ush, proceed to 
Part of Behring Sea where 
pirates are supposed to be poaching; 
to board vessels, and if anything in the shape 
of ekins or hunters’ tools be found on board, 
to seize such vessels in the name of the United 
States, deprive them of all steering apparatus 
and bring them into the nearest American 
port. There are but four pirates this time 
pustead of thirty odd. The Wolcott has aboard 
sixty tons of coal, and by piling the deck with 
fuel she can carry seventy tons, She is taking 
stores and ship chandlery for a two-months’ 
cruise. Capt. Glover, as soon as he arrived 
yesterday, reported the fact by telegraph to 
fashington. The last dispatch he received 
was to make all haste possible and to notify 
tbe department when ready to sail. His an- 
nouncement was probably sent yesterday. 
The outter’s officers expect to leave Port 
Townsend Bay for the North to-day.

passed the Senate yes- 


terday. T he Rogers 
bill for the same pur- 
pose passed the Hoase 
some weeks ago. A 
conference committee. 
of the Senate and House 
bas been appointed 
which will réconcile the 
two bills. It is, locally, 
considered probabie 
that the essential fest- 
ures of the Evartes 
bill will be retained. 
The Rogers bill is not 
favorably regarded by 
the bench and bar of 8t. 
Louis though it has many excellent points. 

Both bills aim to relieve the Supreme Court 
by the creation of a court of appeals in each 
of the nine circuits into which the country is 
divided. i 

The Rogers bill aims todo this by trans- 
ferring to the District Courts the jurisdic- 
tion now enjoyed by the Circuit Courts and 
erecting the latter into Courts of Appeal, in 
which the present Circuit Judge and two other 
Circuit Judges to be appointed would sit. 

The Evarts bill does not disturb the existing 
courts, except that it does away with appeals 
from the District to the Uiroult Court, but it 
creates a new court, to be called the Circuit 
Court of Appeals. The Associate Justices of 
the Supreme Court are to preside over these 
new Courts of Appeal and with them will 
ann the present Circuit Judges and one other 
Circuit Judge to be appointed. In case the 
Associate Justice or either of the Circuit 
Judges is absent the remaining members of 
the court must call upon a District Judge to 
sit with them, as there must be three judges 
onthe bench. A Cilrouit or District Judge 


who sat in the trial of a case is debarred from 
sitting when the case is being heard on 
appeal. 

THE NEW COURT’S JURISDICTION. 

The new Court will have Opal jurisdiction of 
alarge class of cases, and appeals will lie 
from it to the Supreme Court ona division of 
opinion. Appeals or writs of error may be 
taken from the District Courts or from the 
existing Circuit Courts direct to the Supreme 
Courtin the following cases: In any case in 
which the jurisdiction of the court is in issue, 
and in such cases the question of jurisdiction 
alone shall be certified to the Supreme 
Court from the court below for 
decision; from the final sentences 
and decrees in prize causes; in cases of 
conviction of a capital or otherwise infamous 
crime; in any case that involves the construc- 
tion or application of the Constitution of the 
United States; in any case in which the con- 
stitationality of any law of the United States 
or the validity or construction of any treaty 
made under igs authority is drawn in question; 
in any case in which the Constitution or law 
of a State is claimed to be in coatravention of 
the Constitution of the United States. 

Probabiy the best feature in both bills is 
the provision for the payment of $10 per day 
to members of the court when sitting away 
from home. This is intended to cover trans- 
portation and hotel Dilis, and as it would 
amount to more than such bills ordinarily, 
the difference would be a very 
nice addition to their 22 The 
Circuit Judges are now paid $6,000, and are re- 
quired to pay their traveling expenses, which 
amount te not less thap $2,000, out of their 
salary. Thenew Circuit Judge will also get 
55 „000 and $10 per day when sitting away from 

ome. 

The Rogers and Evarts bills provide for the 
setting of the appellate courts inthe largest 
cities of the circuits. These cities are desig- 
nated and in both bills there is provision 
that the Appellate Court for this Eighth 
Circuit shall sit in St. Louls. When the 
Rogers bill was on ite passage in 
the House of Kepresentatives Tarnsey of 
Kansas City moved to strike out St. Louis 
and insert Kansas City. His motion would 
have succeeded, as all of the St. Lonis Repre- 
sentatives were absent from the House. but 
Representative Hatch entered an objection, 
which sufficed to defeat the motion. Yes- 
terday, when the Evarts bili was de- 
ing considered in the Senate, Senator 
Manderson of Nebraska moved to strike out 
St. Louis and insert Omaha. Senator Vest of 
Missouri and Senator Wolcott of Colorado ob- 
jected and the motion was lost, 

It is difficult to estimate the value of the 
location of the new court in St. Louis. 
No reasonably accurate estimate can be made 
of the number of appeals tbat will be taken 
from the twelve District and Circuit Courts 
ot the circuit. There will be a large number 
certainly and the lec&l bar will no doubt be 
frequentiy calied upon to argue appeals 
of cases tried in other parts of the circuit. 

POSITIONS CREATED. 

There will be under the Evarts bill if it be- 
comesa law two good berths to be filled in 
eave circuit—a clerk, saiary $3,000 per annum, 
and a marshal, salary $2,500 2 annum.
